ORDERS  for  less  than  $3.00,  however,  should  be  accompanied  by  a  remittance  in  full.  This 
can  be  sent  to  us  in  the  form  of  a  Postal  Money  Order,  Express  Money  Order,  Bank  Draft,  by 
Registered  Mail  or  even  Postage  Stamps  will  do. 

All  orders  for  Chairs,  Furniture  or  Bath  outfits  and  orders  from  distant  points  for  other  goods  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  deposit  sufficient  to  cover  transportation  charges,  as  a  guaranty  that  the  goods  will  be 
accepted  on  arrival. 


CASH  DISCOUNTS. 


Upon  all  orders  amounting  to  $10.00  or  over  we  allow  a  discount  of  5  per  cent  from  catalogue 
prices.  Upon  chairs  and  furniture,  however,  we  can  allow  a  larger  discount  than  this  and  shall  be  pleased 
to  quote  net  prices  on  application. 

INSTALLMENT  PLAN. 

We  sell  chairs  and  furniture  upon  the  installment  plan,  accepting  part  cash  and  monthly  payments 
for  the  balance,  and  shall  be  pleased  to  quote  terms  if  you  will  let  us  know  just  what  you  wish  to  purchase. 


Shipping  Instructions. 


Always  be  particular  to  state  whether  goods  are  to  be  sent  by  express,  freight  or  mail.  When 
barbers’  chairs  are  ordered,  care  should  always  be  taken  to  state  with  what  color  plush  or  leather  they 
are  to  be  upholstered. 

EXPRESS. 

Upon  orders  amounting  to  $3.00  or  over  we  pay  the  charges  made  by  the  express  company  for 
collecting  the  money  and  returning  it  to  us.  In  shipping  goods  by  express  C.  O.  D.,  we  always  send  an 
itemized  bill,  but  if  any  of  our  customers  object  to  having  this  bill  seen  by  the  express  agent,  we  will  send 
it  by  mail.  When  shipment  is  desired  in  this  way,  however,  it  should  be  mentioned  each  time  when 
ordering. 

Only  reasonably  light  packages  should  be  sent  by  express.  Heavy  packages  and  chairs  and  furniture 
should  always  be  sent  by  freight,  for  the  expense  is  much  less  and  but  a  day  or  two  longer  is  usually  required. 

FREIGHT. 

If  you  prefer  to  have  shipment  made  over  any  particular  road,  please  be  careful  to  so  state  when 
ordering.  We  make  no  charge  for  boxing  or  cartage,  and  our  prices  are  for  the  goods  in  shipping  order  and 
delivered  on  board  cars  at  Chicago. 

MAIL. 

Small  ai  tides  can  be  sent  cheapest  by  mail  and  with  reasonable  safety,  but  it  is  best  to  send  valuable 
packages  by  registered  mail.  When  goods  are  to  be  sent  by  mail,  the  order  must  invariably  be 
accompanied  by  remittance  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  goods  and  postage.  Liquids  in  glass  bottles  are  not 
mailable  and  such  goods  and  glassware,  mugs  and  hones  should  be  sent  by  express.
